In the last line of (l)(b) after "channel" insert -- when the latest VCT could 

not be obtained -. 

In claim 4, line 2, replace "claim 2" with -claim 1~. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record alone or in combination fail to teach all the elements of the 
claims as amended. The prior art fails to teach that VCT downloaded from the 
broadcasting signal is triggered by a failed channel selection, when a desired channel is 
not airing or when the channel information for the desired channel is not in memory.
